Mr  Chairman  and  Gentleman, 

The  year  1946  will  in  all  probability 
be  best  remembered  for  the  passing  of  four  Acts  of  Parliament, planned 
for  the  prevention  of  Individual  Povertypesulting  from  those  hazards 
of  personal  fortune  over  which  Individuals  have  little  or  no  control. 

(1)  Hie  National  Insurance  (Industrial  Injuries^  Act*  1946. 
which  provides  insurances  against  personal  injury  caused  by 
accident  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  employment. 

(2)  The  National  Insurance  Aot  1946.  which  provides  unemployment 
benefit,  sickness  benefit,  maternity  benefit,  retirement 
pension,  widow's  benefit,  and  death  grant  to  every  insured 
person,  and  prescribes  that  every  person,  being  over  school 
age  and  under  pensionable  age,  shall  become  insured  and 
thereafter  continue  throughout  his  life  to  be  so  insured. 

(3)  The  Family  Allowance  Act.  1945.  which  provides  for  every 
family  with  two  or  more  children,  under  sixteen  and  attending 
school,  an  allowance  of  5/-  a week  to  each  except  the  eldest. 

(4)  The  National  Health  Service  Act  r 1946.  which  provides  a 
complete  medical  service,  free  of  charge  at  the  time  it  is 
required,  for  every  citizen. 

In  order  that  the  Individual  can  obtain  full  benefit  from  these 
Acts,  it  is  essential  that  the  Local  Authorities  throughout  the 
Country  shall  carry  out  their  duties  as  regards  Housing  and  Water 
Supplies,  and  we  feel  that  the  progress  made  in  your  District 
during  the  year  under  review,  is  a matter  for  congratulation. 

The  Plans  forecast  in  last  year's  Annual  Report  have  made  material

WATER  SUPPLY* 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a Local  Inquiry  was  held, 
and  general  approval  received  last  year  for  supplying  water  for  the 
area  of  Briw  and  Llangedwyn,  and  Pentrefelin  and  District,  your 
Council  is  now  waiting  for  permission  to  proceed  to  tender. 

In  Chirk,  in  view  of  the  heavy  housing  programme,  the 
Water  Mains  (6  inch,  5 inch  and  4 inch  ) from  Chirk  Station  to  Top 
Barracks  have  to  be  re-duplicated  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £7000. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  there 
has  been  no  shortage  of  water  in  your  area  during  the  year.
